HE iogth of this Month being the Fefti- 

val of St. .Jofeph, the King perform'd 

the Devotions prefcrib'd for the Jubile, 

and went to the Church of S$. Jufte, 

that of the Imperial College, that of 

Mercy, that of §. Sebaftian, and that of the College 
of §. Thomas, being accompanied by the Gran- 
dees and principal Perfons of his Court, and follow’d 
by a prodigious Crowd. of People. The Advices 
from Saragoffa fay the Diforder is great there, by 
Reafon of ths Vexations which the Leaders of the 
Rebels and the forreign Officers give the Inhabitants, 
fiom whom they exact cxorbitant Sums under Pre- 
tex: of Subfidies for carrying on the War. Befides 
divers Taxes which the People there have been 
oblig’d to pay, the Effedts of feveral Perfons have 
been Gez'd upon their being inform’d againft by the 
Rebels, and Parc confifcated upon the leaft-Proof of 
their being well affected to their lawful Soveraign. 
A Reward of 10 per Cent is given to the Difcoverers 
of fuch Eff &ts: And valuable Houfhold Purni-ure 
and other Goods have been found by that Mcans, 
but very little Money. The Miquelets who came 
to defend the Country, have commited fuch great 
Diforders wherever they have been, that on the 
Complaints made of them to the Archduke, he has 
order] that they fhall rerire out of ‘Arragon. The 
new Levics amount yet tono moré than 600 Men, 
who want Arms and Cloaths which’ they are pro- 
mis'd to be furnifh’d with from Catalonia. The 
Caftle of Montefa bas been reliev’d by Collonel Ze- 


rezeda, who with 200 Horfe put into it Provifions. 


and Ammunition, and defeated 400 of the Enemy 
who difputed his Paffage. Several Advicés: from 
the Coaft of Africk confirm the Death of the King 
of Morceco. We have an Account from Saragoffa, 
that the Rebels have fiez’d the Archbifhop and im- 
ptifon’d him in the Houle of the Jefuires, for his 
good Affection to the King, and for refufing to pay 
the Sums demanded of hit cowards the Charge of 
the War. All that had Money have been plunder’d ; 
and 4osco Crowns have been taken from the Mar- 
quis de Torecilla, to levy 2 Regiments of Foot and 
tof Horfe. *Tis rumour'd on the Frontiers of Va- 
lencia, that the Archduke fet out the 5th Inftant for 
Tortofa. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated April 16. 
Madrid, March 25. Captain Don Vicente de Fu- 
enbuena bas broughcthe Kingan Account of one of 
the boldeft and moft fuccefsful ACtions that has been 
perform'd a long Time. The 21ft of this Month Don 
Juan de Zerezeda, Col. of the new Regiment of Roul- 
fillon, march’d from Manovar with 80 Horfe and 390 
Peafants, having with him the Captains Puenbuena 
and Don Andres Cantudo ;' with Defign to approach 
Alicant, to get Intelligence of tle Enemy. The 22d 
at 3 in the Morning the Collone! and one more ad* 
vancd within a League of that City, after he had 
potted his Men in Ambufh in an adjacent Wood. A- 
bout 9a Clock a Cloud of Dug which’ he faw to- 
wards the City made him judge a Body of the Fne- 
Mies was on the March, and he climb'd a Tree the 
better to obferve them. He did fo without being 
difcover'd, and’ faw it was a Regiment of Foot 
matching in good Order, making about 430 Men, 
having at their Head fome Officers and Grenadiers. 
erceiving they were coming directly into the Am- 
buth, he made Hafte’ down, and recurning to his 
arty, acquainted the Captains Fuenbuena and Can- 
tudo with the Matter, The Courage’ftis Men ex- 
preis’d notwithftanding their Inequality, made him 
refolve to attack the Enemy on all Sides. Theic 
urprize was fo great, that after feveral of them 
Were kill'd, the reft believing they were encompafs'd

by a great Body, cry'd Quarter, and threw down 


their Arms. The Lieutenant Coilonel, 3 Captains, 
4 Lieutenants, 3 Enfigns, 14 Sergeanis, and 315 Sol- 
diers were made Prifuneis, befides feveral Servants, 
They were of thc Englih Reg- 
ment of Montandre, and were inconiolable when 
after they were difa'm'd they faw how fimall the 
Number was of thole chat bad defeated them. A 
Detachment of 60 df the Enemy’s Horfe and fome 
Foot, came out of Alicant before the Prifoners were 
brought to a Piace of Security. All the Caftillians 
had Work enough to guard them, and to carry off 
the Arms they had taken from them. Captain 
Fuenbuena with 15 Horfe that made up rhe Rear- 
guard, fac’d about to attack them, and Collonel Ze- 
rezeda had ntuch adoto reftrain the Ardour of that 
litle Troop, which however intimidaced the Enemy 


_{nfficiently to make them retire towards the City. 


It was obferv'd as a thing Singular, that during the 
Action, ner after it, not one Spaniard alighted from 


his Horfe to plunder, becaufe the Collonel had for- -’ 


bidden it: Only thofe difmotinted that were com- 

manded to break the Arms that could not be carried 

off becaufe of the great Number. Of the Prifoners 

above 80 were wounded, of which 22 died by the 

Way ; as did alfo 3 Officers, who had been piomis'd 

to be conducted to Alicant if they did not dye be- 

fore the next Day. Captain Fuenbuema has brought 
3 Colours to the King, and his Majefty to reward 

an A@tion that appears incredible, and was per- 
form’d with no lefs Prudence than Valour, has or- 

der’d that all the Officers and Soldiers. concern’d in 
it be gratified with extraordinary Pay, and has 
honour'd Don Juan de Zerezeda wiih a Crofs of the 
military Orders. They wrire from Cadix, that a 
Ship was arriv’d there from Veracruz, which had 
been feparated from the Capitana of Barlovento that 
put into Breft, and which has cn board Silver and 
‘other valuable Effects, for the Account of Merchants. 
Letters from Origuela, Murcia, and Valencia, con- 
firm the firft Advices we receiv’d of . the Evacuation 
of feveral Places poffefs\d by the Esemy on the 
Frontier; and tell us they retir’d out of them with 
fo great Precipitation, that they abandon’d a great 
Quantity of Baggage, Powder, Bullets, and Provi- 
fions. They were purfued and above 300 of them 
made Prifoners: And Captain Valero has taken 22 
Mules loaded with Provifions and Baggage, belong- 
ing to the Englith Officers that were in Alicantr. The 
Enemy have taken away the Bells of the Churches, 
notwithftanding the Inhabitants paid a Fine foe 
them when the City wastaken, We have an Ac 
count that the Diforder continues at Saragoffa ; and 
has been carried to {uch Excefs, thar the principal 
Leaders of the Rebels had refolv’d to butcher above 
zoo Perfons that had been fiez’d for their Affection 
to the King, which had given the reft fo great Hor 
rour, that in the Night they put the faid Prifoners 
into Boats to carry them to Tortofa: From Zamo- 
ra tis advis’d, that the Porruguefe having laid fiege 
to Alcannizas with what Troops they could draw 
together, Don Manuel de Madarigga Governour of 


Zamora, drew together fuch Fowces as were at 


Hand, and being at Bortixero whitber.a Fair had 
drawn together a great Number of People, be or- 
der’d all rhofe that could carry Arms to follow him : 
The Portuguefe were no fooner inform’d of . his 
March than they retir'd, and the Regiment of Palo- 
minos falling upon their Reargvard, kill'd or took 
about 400 of their Men. Om

* nicating at large the Advices fram Sipain as, faft as

And it appears plainly by every Mercure, that he is fur- 
nifh’'d with Letters and other Pieces that muft needs 
have been communicated to him, by the Dire&ion, or 
which in this Cafe is all one, with the Connivance, of 
the French Miniftry: For they have the Prefs abfo- 
lutely in their Power, and without their Permiffion he 
could print nothing, efpecially of News and at this 
Jun&ure. And as for that Permiffion or Privilege, no 
Perfon (who is acquainted with the rigid Forms of 
that Government, or who will refie& upon reading 
any one Paris Gazette, how much the French Miniftry 
think it concerns them to be cautious what News 
they fuffer to go abroad,) can imagine ’tis given him 
carelefly, and without a ftri& and deliberate Infpe&ion 
of what he Wrires: So that he is not to be confider’d 
a$ a private Man giving Relations that he has obtain’d 
at his own Expence, or venting his own Fictions or 
Dreams ; but as one approv'’d and authoriz’d by the 
French Minifters ; who govern and make ufe of him 
asa Toakto amufe and gull the People with roman,
